The old phrase, “Do you get the 
point?” sums up the 1980 
Winston Pro Series National title 
duel between Randy Goss and 
Hank Scott. Randy got the point. 

The year's battle ranks now with the 
"63 run between Dick Mann and George 
Roeder which also was decided by a 
single point. 

You have to dig deep to come up 
with the answer as to why Randy won 
and Hank lost. Hank was the big 
winner with five, Randy had one win. 
They raced against each other 20 
times with each running ahead of the 
other on 10 occasions. 

Hank had the edge on the miles and 
half miles when he qualified for the 
final or did not have mechanical trou- 
bles. Goss, for the second year, did not 
have a single major mechanical prob- 
lem working his way into the finals. 

But Hank failed to qualify twice; 
both events were races he had won in 
the past. Randy missed one main event, 
being beaten in the semi on the last 
lap, last turn by a rookie — his only 
non-final in two seasons! 

On the mechanical side, the value of 
a good mechanic again comes up. Goss 
had young Brent Thompson. Hank had 
a long list of tuners during the season 
and even came to one race without 
one, Yet he won the race. 

Goss was so consistent, finishing in 
the top 10 16 times. Thirteen for 
Scott. In fact, Goss never finished be- 
low 10th in any race for the points this 
year. 

Hank Scott started racing three 
years before Goss, 1972 — the year his 
older brother Gary became a rookie 
Expert. Hank was a very good Novice 
and a top Junior. He was the high 
point first year Expert, winning the 
Syracuse mile his rookie year, 1974. 

Since becoming an Expert, Hank 
has never finished lower than eighth in 
the National ‘standings, but never 



























higher than third, until this year. He 
now has 11 National wins to his credit, 
all on dirt in miles, half miles and 
short track, but no TTs. 

For Goss, the climb was much 
tougher. Coming up through the ranks 
two years after Jay Springsteen, Randy 
was the second-ranked rookie behind 
Garth Brow in ‘77. 

But until 79, Randy could not score 
well enough to finish in the top 10 in 
points. Then in ‘79, still a privateer, 
he got going strong enough to win his 
first Nationals (3), take a run for the 
title, lead the standings, and finish a 
close third behind Springsteen and 
Steve Eklund. 

Scott out-pointed Goss in both the 
half miles and the miles, but Randy 
was by far the better point getter in 
both the short track and TT events. 
This is where the difference really 
shows up. 

Goss became a Harley-Davidson fac- 
tory rider this season, replacing Steve 
Morehead. But again (what the Harley 
factory has been saying for some time) 
their machines do not run any faster 
than many of the good privateer rides. 
Proof: one win, which may be an all 
time single season low output for 
them. 

Fifteen different riders won at least 
one National this year, just two back 
of the 17 record set in "71. The 
competition was very well balanced 
and matched. 

The pressure of the whole season 
showed at Ascot in the final race of the 
year. Goss has been there many times 
and has won Nationals, Regionals and 
just plain Friday night events. 

But for the finale a lot of us wonder- 
ed what was happening. He turned in 
his slowest time trial, ran third in his 
heat and was never close to the front. 
(Pressure?) 

Before the race, many people had 
asked if Springsteen was being brought 
in to run interference for Randy. Hard- 
ly, Jay was in front of him the whole 
race and never moved over once, even 
when it looked like points were needed 
to get the title. Jay fourth, Randy fifth. 

But what about pressure on Hank? 
He was behind Randy early in the 
final, then moved ahead, and then 
passed Springsteen. For the last five 
laps, he was right on Eklund, who was 
riding the best race he has run this 
season. 

But Hank never really let it hang 
out for a pass and the title along with 
it. He had nothing to lose by trying a 
full shot run into one of the turns. If 
he made it he would have had a 50-50 
chance of being the new champ — and 
close to $40,000 richer. (Pressure?) 

If you believe that history does in 
fact repeat itself, then you will believe 
in the '80 season. The last time a rider 
won the title with one win was back in 
1963. Dick Mann won one; it was an 
upset. Dick won that race on Septem- 
ber 21. 

Randy won one; it was considered 
an upset as he had never won a mile 
before. He won that race on September 
21! 

In both ’63 and '80 the riders that 
finished second in the points won more 
races than the rider that won the title. 
Roeder had three wins, Scott five. 
Each of those close finishes was under 
different types of point systems. 


Goss had carried what we call, 
“lucky number 13” for several seasons. 
Yet, the two riders that had it before 
him gave it up in favor of another 
number as they thought it was indeed, 
bad luck. (Aldana and Hocking, who 
are now both retired from dirt track 
racing.) 2 

It takes luck and preparation. Ask 
Eklund and Springsteen about luck 
running out. 

So it really came down to the last 
race with both riders deserving of the 


-title. Scott the big winner on the year, 








Goss the consistent rider week in and 
week out. 

I guess the best way to sum it all up 
would be to say, “Scott got religion, 
and Goss got a factory ride.” 

See you at the Astrodome next 
February — where they just might run 


the Short Track on Saturday night and 
the TT on Sunday afternoon.

The last three months of 1980 
promise to be very significant as 
far as the future of dirt bike riding 
in California is concerned. Be- 
sides the elections which will be held 
on Nov. 4, we will get a final decision 
on the BLM’s Desert Plan on Dec. 8, 
Congress may act on the California 
Wilderness Bill which cleared the 
House recently, and the Department 
of Parks and Recreation is preparing 
to come up with final management 
plans for Hungry Valley and Carnegie 
Cycle Parks. 

How will off-road riders fare in all 
of these events? At this point, it doesn't 
look real good for us. Most probably 
we will pick up some new friends in 
public office in the elections. Reagan 
still looks like the winner over Carter. 
Reagan has been making some very 
positive statements. His victory could 
affect the implementation plans of 
BLM as regards the Desert Plan. It 
will take time, however, to move out 
all of the environmentalists who have 
taken the reins of government under 
Carter. 

The Congressional delegation from 
California might improve slightly. 
Congressman James Corman from the 
San Fernando Valley is having a tough 
time with his reelection. Corman has 
been a safe vote for the environmental 
interests in Congress. In Northern 
California, Congressman John Burton 
may be beaten in Marin and Sonoma 
Counties. John Burton’s brother Phil is 
generally considered to be the leader 
of the environmentalists in the 
California Congressional delegation. 
Assemblyman Gene Chappie, who has 
long supported off-roaders in the 
Assembly is running in a tough race 
for the Congress against Bizz Johnson. 
A Chappie win could put a real vocal 
supporter of dirt bikers in the 
Congress. 

The U.S. Senate race looks like a 
sure thing for Alan Cranston’s re- 
election. Cranston has not been 
particularly anxious to do us any 
favors in his previous two Senate 
terms, although he is giving us some 
indication that he will seek some 
changes in the wilderness bill which is 
currently in the Senate. Whether he 
will still follow through after the 
election remains to be seen. 

The California state legislature has 
a great many seats up for grabs this 
year, and the final outcome could be 
significant as far as getting good bills 
through the legislature, and if 
necessary, overriding the Governor. 
CORPAC has finished the process of 
reviewing the records of incumbents, 
and rating challengers on the basis of 
answers to a questionaire which was 
sent to all candidates for the State 
Legislature. The results of the 


candidate evaluation appears at the 
end of this column. 

Many of the endorsed candidates 
appear to be particularly friendly to 
dirt bike riders. CORPAC is still 
hoping to hear from some of the clubs 











and individuals who would be willing 
to assist in walking precincts, 
preparing mailers, and otherwise 
volunteering in some of the campaigns. 
Specially targeted races include 
Assemblyman Bill Filante in the Marin 
County/San Rafael area; Greg Morris 
in the Santa Clara area; David Aquino 
in Santa Barbara county; 
Assemblyman Bob Hayes in San 
Fernando, and Ross Johnson in 
Orange County. In these specially 
targeted races, your help could make 
the difference. They won't forget that 
if they win. Contact CORPAC at P.O. 
Box 15052 Sacramento, 95813. Tell 
them where you live and that you 
would like to help on Nov. 1. Also they 
are still accepting donations for use in 
assisting in these campaigns. 

BLM missed the date to get their 
Desert plans to the public. Plans called 
for a 30-day comment period starting 
Oct. 1. Unfortunately (for BLM), as of 
Oct. 6 almost no members of the 
public had yet received their copies of 
the plan in the mail. BLM's carefully 
laid plan to have a final product to the 
Secretary of the Interior so that it 
could be signed on Dec. 8, seems to be 
in jeopardy now. Any attempt by BLM 
to cut off public comments on Nov. 1, 
will place them in a position of being 
arbitrary. And any attempt to 
lengthen the public comment bya 
couple of weeks, to correct for the late 
mailings, without also extending the 
Dec. 8 signing date will provide the 
lawyers with an open season to gain 
injunctions against the entire process. 
BLM has openly and repeatedly 
admitted that the original timeframe 
was “tight,” but they concluded that 
they would still be able to react to 
comments by members of the public. 
If they extend the comment period to 
around Nov. 18 (as rumored), they 
will play hell trying to convince any 
Judge that they are really looking the 
public’s comments if they continue on 
their Dec. 8 timetable. 

Have you gotten your Desert Plan 
yet? If you haven't, call them at 714/ 
787-1428 and ask them where it is. 

Besides BLM’s other problems, the 
State Legislature is going to hold 
hearings on the entire Desert Plan 
process. Our own Assemblyman Bob 
Hayes, who was recently appointed 
chairman of the Subcommittee on 
Public Lands, will hold two hearings. 
The first hearing will take place on 
Oct. 6, in Sacramento. The second 
hearing will take place in Los Angeles 
on Friday, Oct. 17 at the County 
Supervisor's Chambers in Los Angeles. 
The Los Angeles meeting will last 
from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. 

The Congress went into recess 
without passing a California 
Wilderness Bill. Burton's HR-7702 
may be considered after the elections 
when Congress reconvenes for a “rump 
session”. Still in doubt is whether the 
Senate will consider anything other 
than money bill at that time. Burton is 
pushing hard to have his bill heard 
during this time, and to create his two 
million acres of wilderness this year. 
Write to Cranston and ask him to 
delay any action on this proposal until 
hearings are held in California on the 
measure. Let Hayakawa know where 
you stand also. West Coast readers in 
Washington and Oregon can help us 
in California by writing Jackson and 
Hatfield (respectively) in those states. 

The “Hungry Seven” advisory 
committee to the Department of Parks 
and Recreation on the Hungry Valley 
facility received more bad news from 
the Park department staff at their last 
meeting. The consensus is that the 
Department staff has their own ideas 
as to how the facility should be run, 
and cares little about their appointed 
advisors. Since the planning process 
first began, we have seen staff reports

According to the figures 
provided by SCORE President Sal 
Fish, there's something funny about 
their racing payoffs. 


At the SCORE/Bridgestone Off- 
Road World Championships at River- 
side there were 348 total entries — 
20% were motorcycles. Fish says they 
paid $128,300 in prize winnings. But 
only 5.8% ($7500) went to motorcycles. 
Of the total contingency awards posted, 
only 26% was paid out. Of this $24,665 
only 7.8% went to motorcycles. 


With 267 car entries at $400 each 
entry fee, they paid in $110,400. But 
SCORE paid back $120,000 in prize 
money — 108% payback. The 72 
motorcycles paid $200 each entry for a 
$14,400 total. But the bikes were paid 
back $7500 — only 52%. 


Paid attendance at SCORE'’s River- 
side race was said to be $35,000. Aver- 
aging but $10 apiece that totals 
$350,000. Then there's income from 
concession stands, each SCORE mem- 
ber pays $20 per year, and the contin- 
gency companies pay SCORE too. 
And the race sponsor, Bridgestone, pays 
SCORE for exclusive rights to the 
event’s name.

BLM/Sierra Club “Loony Tunes” 


I just finished reading the Bureau of 
Land Management's Proposed 
California Desert Plan which appears 
to be the latest installment of their 
version of “Loony Tunes.” The Desert 
Plan does not provide for our 
recreational needs. It does not reflect 
the public comments, especially the 
comments given at the various Desert 
Plan meetings. It is obvious to me by 
reading the various Desert Plan 
minutes/Depositions that the BLM 
did not listen to us at all. They have 
left ORVers, rockhounds, miners, 
ranchers, and many other user groups 








out in the cold. We all came to give 
our own imput to the Desert Plan and 
came away with nothing. Let the BLM 
know that you are upset, attend their 
public meetings which run from 
October 14 to October 22. I am sure 
that the good folks from Cycle News 
will be printing a list of where to go 
and the dates involved. 

The Sierra Club has issued a news- 
letter telling us that the BLM spent 
four years and nearly 10 million 
dollars producing the Proposed 
California Desert Plan and Environ- 
mental Impact Statement, yet the plan 
still fails to meet legal requirements. 
The Sierra Club is calling for the clubs 
members to support all 2.1 million 
acres of BLM’s recommended wilder- 
ness and specifically request the 
following additional land expansions: 
Little Picacho (WSA356 Planning 
Unit, PU101); they maintain that this 
area is threatended by potential 
mining and off-road vehicle use. New 
York Mountains (WSA265, PU69); 
they maintain that this area is threat- 
ended by mining and _ grazing 
conflicts. Chuckwalla Mountain, 
(WSA348, PU98); the area will be split 
by a vehicle corridor up Cord Springs 
Wash. The Sierra Club would like to 
close the route and prevent access to 
the area. Turtle Mountains (WSA307, 
PU83); this area is a volcanic area 
which would only have the main ridges 
closed by the BLM. The Sierra Club 
would like to shut the whole thing 
down. Saline Valley, (WSA117, 117A, 
123, PU912); the Sierra Club says that 
boundary expansions are needed to 
include the valley floor (the entire 
valley floor?) and provide for a 
complete ecosystem and more manage- 
able boundaries. Other additions they 
are requesting are the south Algodones 
Dunes (WSA362, PU103), Wacoba 
Wash (WSA120, PU10), Kingston 
Wash (WSA222, PU49, 52, 55), Clark 
Mountain (WSA227, PU65), Woods 
Mountain (WSA271, PU71), Palo 
Verde Hills (WSA352, PU100) and 
Mid Hills (WSA264, PU70). 

The following is a list of areas the 
Sierra Club would like to see become 
ACECs: Cima Dome, Cronese Basin, 
West Mojave Saltbush Community, 
Ford Dry Lake and the Colorado River 
Intaglios. 

The Sierra Club maintains the 
Mecca Hills, which I thought we just 














purchased for an ORV facility, and 
the Mojave Sink have a past history of 
ORV abuse and should be redesig- 
nated from Class M to Class L. 

They also maintain that “BLM is 
proposing to open a number of areas 
to unrestricted ORV use.” “These class 
I open areas will be subject to devasta- 
tion.” “Request that BLM not 
establish any new Class I Open 
areas.” “Specifically oppose the newly 
proposed Razor Ranch Open Area. 
This area is surrounded by proposed 
ACECs and contains valuable wildlife 
habitat which is compatible with unre- 
stricted ORV use.” “Object also to the 
continued open area designation of 
Dove Springs Canyon.” As you can 
plainly see the Sierra Club can find no 
place in the desert for ORVs. We all 
must go to Desert Plan meetings and 
dispute what the Sierra Club is pro- 
posing along with telling the BLM that 
we think the desert plan stinks. 

One final note, cut this letter out of 
Cycle News and take it to the Desert 
Plan meeting you attend, and use the 
WSA list contained above as a 
personal reference to speak from.

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Predictions: 1981 


Three guest experts boldly prognosticate next 


year’s motorcycle and accessory market 


Joe Parkhurst — 





Motorcycle sales are going to 
depend greatly upon whether or 
not we have another energy crisis. 
It may seem simplistic to say, but 
history has borne it out. 

1980 has become, in terms of sales 
curves, almost a mirror of 1979 sales 
which began to increase toward the 
end of the year and into 1980. 
Gasoline prices were soaring; it was 
often hard to find. 

Sales of motorcycles were up 48% in 
January, 1980, over the same month in 
1979. They have been sliding down- 
ward ever since. What happened? 
Gasoline became plentiful again, and 
we quickly got used to $1.30 and 
higher per-gallon prices. 

We can expect that sales of bikes tor 
1980 will only be slightly, if at all, over 
sales of 1979. That year, bike sales 
increased 10.4% over the previous 
year, 1978. We all know too well what 
happened to gasoline supplies and 
prices that year. Sales of motorcycles 
took off and soared to record levels. 

The motorcycle industry has reacted 
dramatically to the effects of 1979 and 
are still doing so by predicting another 
boom year is coming in 1981. I don’t 
believe it will happen — unless gas 
supplies begin to dwindle, and/or 
another giant leap in prices occurs. 
Neither of these things is of course 
going to happen until after the 
Presidential elections. It just isn’t good 
politics and wouldn't help Carter get 
re-elected. Which should say a lot 
about who controls these things. 

Another thing has occurred that is 
having a dramatic effect on motor- 
cycle sales this year: About mid-March 
the President asked American business 
to put tighter controls on credit in an 
effort to slow inflation. It has probably 
done just that, and helped place at 
least some limited control on the 
recession.But the effect it has had on 
motorcycling is considerable. 

The President then asked the 
Federal Reserve bank to voluntarily 
establish a set of guidelines for 
member banks. Among the things he 
asked was that they restrict loans for 
non-essential purchases. At the same 
time the Federal Reserve decided to 
exclude home and automobile loans 
from the restrictions, but forgot to 
include bikes in the auto category. 
After a lot of appealing the Feds 
backed off, but by then it was too late. 

Just when people began to turn, and 
return, to bikes because of their fuel 
efficiency, banks began to make it 
next to impossible for all those other 
than the highest credit rated to get 
loans for bikes. The 1980 boom fell 
apart. By June sales were only a little 
less than 8% of the same period in 
1979, by July it was worse. It is too 
soon to tell what will happen between 
now and the end of the year, but it 
appears that little will change, barring 
the yet unforseen “crisis.” 

As I said before, motorcycle sales for 


Joe Parkhurst is one of the most active 


forces in the world of motorcycle- 


oriented publishing. It all started in 


1961 when, while working as Art 
Director of Road & Track magazine, 
he founded Cycle World magazine. 


Growth was rapid, and in 1969, a new 
Bond, Parkhurst and 


company — 
Bond — was formed as the result of a 


merger of Road & Track and Cycle 


World. In 1973, CBS Publishing pur- 
chased Bond, Parkhurst and Bond. 
Joe stayed with CBS until 1976 when 
he retired from the magazine field. 

According to Bob Atkinson who 
wrote the author's biography in Park- 
hurst’s latest effort, the Biker's Guide 
to Baja, “He intended to spend his 
time cruising the world in his sail- 
boat, but things just didn’t work out 
that way. Instead he started Parkhurst 
Publishing Company one more time 
and is currently publishing books.” (In 
addition to the Biker's Guide to Baja, 
Parkhurst also did A Hurricane 
Named Vetter, the book on Craig 

Vetter’s design work with Triumph 
and BSA motorcycles. 

Parkhurst’s newsletter Motorcycle 
Business News has become accepted as 
an important source of “inside” info 
from the business end of motorcycling. 
He’s unearthed, then published some 
facts and figures that have been all but 
unobtainable from other sources. 

What follows is his '81 prediction 
based on those (and other) facts and 
figures. 


whether or not another crisis arises. I 
don’t mean that motorcycles will stop 
selling entirely, only that any growth 
in the market on a large scale is going 
to hinge on gasoline supplies and 
prices. 

The hot selling street bikes for 1981 
will probably be the same bikes, plus a 
few new significant entries, that are 
selling in 1980. They will be mostly of 
650cc displacement and less. Honda’s 
best seller in 1980 has been the 400cc, 
Yamaha's best is a 650cc (but it is just 
slightly ahead of sales of their 400). 
Kawasaki's best is a 440 and Suzuki's 
leader is their 550cc. Part of the sales

success of these machines can be laid 
to sales price, partly to their fuel 
economy, and partly to their avail- 
ability since manufacturers tend to 
make and import more smaller 
displacement bikes than big touring 
superbikes. 

The dirt bike and dual purpose 
market though smaller, is doing very 
well this year and this condition will 
more than likely continue through 
1981. Availability of places to ride 
them will naturally have a 
considerable bearing on where that 
market goes in the future, not only for 
1981 but forever, probably. ,

Several new bikes for 1981 will affect 
my forecast; for one, the Yamaha V- 
twins which, though large in displace- 
ment, reportedly deliver high fuel 
efficiency. Not that anyone would buy 
an over $3,000 bike because it got good 
mileage. Even Harleys get that. 
Harley, incidentally, is hurting this 
year, primarily I feel, due to the credit 
crunch which tends to impact high- 
priced bikes more than say the $3,000- 
and-less machines. 

Honda is introducing a fully 
equipped 500cc touring bike soon. 
They feel, and I tend to agree, that 





fuel efficient, lower-priced, smaller 





-on strong. If you look at the fully-’ 

touring bike as one that costs 
in the area of $5,000 and higher these 
days, it is difficult to disagree. 

Yamaha, Kawasaki, Honda and 
Suzuki have all introduced either new 
or updated versions of motorcycles 
that are outstanding rformers, 
popularly styled, priced right, all in 
the 500cc and slightly over and under 
class. It is my feeling that this is where 
motorcycling is going for 1981. 

Even the cloudiest crystal ball will 
tell you this, it takes no profound form 
of vision to predict. The rising costs of 
Japanese bikes, the already staggering 
costs of European and American 
bikes, have taken their toll and will 
continue to do so. It is inescapable. 
The major bike manufacturers are 
responding with excellent, small bikes. 
This trend has to continue.

Big bikes, 750cc and over, will 
continue to be popular but in fewer 
numbers. Only the most intense and 
serious enthusiasts will remain. If the 
buyers of all of these smaller machines 
remain in motorcycling, many will of 
course move up to bigger bikes. This is 
an established tradition among riders. 

But, our industry is constantly 
seeking new riders. They will not come 
from purchasers of $3,500 to $7,500 
machines. They never have, to any 
serious degree. 

New riders buy smaller and less 
expensive bikes for all the obvious 
reasons. Getting to them, — to use the 
advertising term, “reaching them” — 
is difficult and terribly expensive. 
Damn few riders you ever met or ever 
will, took up bikes due to advertising 
on TV or in Playboy. To predict that 
any amount spent, no matter how 
many millions of dollars it is, is going 
to cause 1981 to be the great year of 
the new rider. 

Many will turn to bikes because of 
their economy. Others by being 
exposed to their virtues by riders 
through personal contact and being 
“sold” on the concept by a peer. 

In summation, motorcycling will 
probably continue to grow through 
1981, but slowly. Our industry is stable 
for the most part but still affected by 
extraneous influences such as energy 
crises of one kind or another. We've 
had boom years, but I think we have 
seen the last of them. A number of 
industry marketing people are talking 
a lot about the new wave of “born 
again” bikers. These are men who 
owned bikes and gave them up for one 
reason or another (usually marriage 
and family responsiblities), who are 
returning to bikes to use as second or 
third cars. It is difficult to document 
and forecast the plans this category of 
new purchaser, so I have no idea how 
much their impact will influence the 
1981 market. 

In short, don’t look for bikes to do in 
the eighties what they did in the 
seventies.

Remember the days when you 
met “the nicest people on a 
Honda?” 

Honda’s “nicest people” media 
blitz, which probably marked the be- 
ginning of motorcycling’s modern era, 
was an integral part of the early 1960 
Japanese push to see the public on 
two-wheeled transportation. 

The Japanese marketing efforts were 
successful. Thousands of housewives, 








businessmen and college students hit 
the streets on their brightly-colored step- 
throughs. Many discovered a lightweight 
dual-purpose machine could take 
them to the office or school and then 
to the hills for a weekend of exhilarat- 
ing off-highway riding. As we become 
more proficient off-road riders, we de- 
manded — and got — sophisticated 
motocross and enduro machinery de- 
signed to test our newly acquired dirt- 
riding skills. 

While early off-road riding gear was 
often early J.C. Penney variety, the ac- 
cessory aftermarket responded to our 

ing need for protective equipment 
with the introduction of colorful, light- 
weight helmets, leathers, jerseys, boots 
and goggles designed to keep us safe — 
and stylish. 

We were getting older. It was some- 
times tough finding a place to ride off- 
road. Many found our tastes in motor- 
cycles changing. We were lured by the 
power promise of bikes like the Z-1, 
the Superbikes. Soon there was a raft 
of big bikes that fit our commuting, 
touring and high performance needs 
to a tee. Again, the accessory after- 
market responded with a complete 
line-up of touring accessories, clothing 
and high performance packages that 
satisfied our most demanding accessory 
requirements. 

The motorcycle industry continued 
to flourish. New motorcycle sales 
topped 1.5 billion new units in 1973, 
the industry's “golden year.” 

About that time, however, we started 
experiencing growing pains. While en- 
thusiasts were still turned on by motor- 
cycling’s thrills, there were few new 
faces in dealers’ showrooms. Sales 
dipped, grew, then dipped again.

In 1979 the situation. changed. As 
gas prices shot past the $1.25 mark, 
many folks who wouldn't have been 
caught on a bike a year or two earlier 
decided that riding a motorcycle made 
“cents.” They weren't looking for an 
XS-11; all they wanted in a motor- 
cycle was economy, fuel efficienty and 
ease of operation. The industry met 
these changing requirements by intro- 
ducing a full menu of mid-size machin- 
ery that was easy to ride yet incorpor- 
ated features like shaft drive, multi- 
cylinders and electronic ignitions. Even 
experienced riders were turned on by 
the high-technology-low-price-tag com- 
bination. 

What does the motorcycle market 
look like today? Once again, we are 
seeing new buyers in the marketplace; 
estimates reveal they now account for 
nearly one-third of new motorcycle 
sales. Sales of mid-range bikes, popular 
with these new riders, have increased 
25% in the last year or so. 


Sales of dual purpose machines, 
once so popular with those of us who 
wanted two kinds of fun with only one 
motorcycle, have decreased during the 
last few years. These models now ac- 
count for only 9.7% of new unit sales, 
primarily due to the discontinuation of 
many models due to restrictive exhaust 
emission regulations. The increasing 
sophistication of experienced off-road 
riders has also played a role in their 
decline in popularity. However, with 
the introduction of legal four-stroke 
machinery and the reemergence of the 
first-time buyer, dual-purpose machin- 
ery could make a comeback. 

Small street bikes like the “mopeds,” 
i.e., the Honda Express and Yama- 
hopper, have become extremely popu- 
lar. Sales of on-street, under 125cc 
motorcycles, increased 99.5% in 1979. 
There’s a good chance many of these 
buyers, once they get a taste of two- 


wheel fun, will trade their “moped” in 
on a larger model, an extremely healthy 
sign for the industry. 

The off-road market has grown 
steadily over the years, despite attempts 


to close’ many of the nation’s riding 


areas. However, during the last year 
and a half, this market has suffered 
with the new emphasis on transporta- 
tion vehicles. 

Large displacement motorcyles, 750cc 
and up, still represent the largest sales 


category, despite the push toward ` 


mid-sized machines. Although sales 
dipped 2.8% when gas lines started 
forming, they've increased more than 
10% in the last year. For some of us, 
bigger will always be better. 

These are exciting times for our in- 
dustry. Last year 1.08 million new 
units were sold in the U.S., making 
1979 the biggest new motorcycle sales 
year since 1973. As gas prices continue 
to soar, there’s a good chance more 
and more people will discover — or re- 
discover — that riding a motorcycle is 
economical and lots of fun to boot. 

Of course, we knew that all along.

Once again I take out my crystal 
ball, polish its surface and gaze 
with all the concentration of a 
TV game show guest and predict 
the future. I have done this in the past 
for Cycle News but never so early in 
the year. I usually wait until it’s al- 
ready happening. That way I can’t be 
accused of guessing wrong. This time I 
can do a little cheating. The signs of 
what is to come are more clear than in 
the past 10 years. 

We can’t predict the future without 
having a good feel for history, in this 
case recent history. The recession or 
depression (depending on whether you 
or your neighbor were out of work) has 
about run its course. Gasoline prices 
are climbing at a steady rate with 
nary a whimper from the buying 
public. They have come to expect ever 
higher prices, Food, housing, trans- 
portation and clothing are all feeling 
the pressures of continuing inflation. 
Demographics experts tell us the post 
Korean war baby boom is responsible 
for the unusually large population of 
18 to 28-year-old men in the market- 
place. This is the prime age group tar- 
geted by the motorcycle manufacturer. 
The financial wizards suggest consum- 
ers buy now because their money will 
not be worth as much as in past 
months. 

Now, take this information, add 
what’s happening in motorcycling, and 
we can come up with a pretty good 
assessment of what ’81 will bring. _ 

The OEMs have all sorts of new 
motorcycles with trick electronics and 
other features to entice the buyer. The 
slant that will be used by the five 
major manufacturers in their adver- 
tising will be to attract the non-motor- 
cyling buyer. They will increase their 
ads in magazines like Playboy, Pent- 
house, Business Week, etc. While 
being more subtle in appealing to the 
“macho” image, they will advertise the 
middle-sized bikes touting the high 
mileage and low maintenance costs. 
Besides, they don’t want to scare away 
the new customer by showing an 800 
lb. motorcycle complete with fairing, 
bags, trunk, etc. But there are several 
“catch 22” issues. 

The OEMs will supply most of their 
large touring bikes complete with fair- 
ings and bags, thereby taking a once- 
viable business away from the many 
American aftermarket companies. 
These accessories will be options on 
some models but standard equipment 
on others. There will be a noticeable 
aggressiveness on the part of the OEMs 
to sell more accessories to their 
dealers. They will look for more use of 


-copyright logos to identify OEM 


products. At the same time, there will 
be more lawsuits by the OEMs to 
protect their logos. 


There will be a year’s grace for the 
American distributors before the ham- 
mer falls. If history repeats itself (as it 
usually does) the OEMs will not inven- 
tory enough of their new accessories to 
fill the needs of the dealers or riders. 
The inventiveness of the small Ameri- 
can manufacturer will increase the 
variety of products available to the 
consumer. The American motorcyclist 
has a fierce desire to non-conform. He 
wants a choice and will not be willing 
to accept only what the OEM has to 
offer.

As the “chopper” look winds down 
and the Harley-Davidson nostalgia look 
comes up, there will be a greater 
emphasis on restorations and “limited 
edition” series from both the OEMs 
and aftermarket companies. I find it 
interesting and a bit amusing that the 
Japanese manufacturers criticized 
Harley all these years for producing an 
old fashioned ‘engine, one that was 
behind the times. They were putting 
all their emphasis on the “multis.” The 
idea sounded reasonable to me, and I 
accepted it, too. Now we see at least 
one Japanese company blatantly copy- 
ing the Harley V-twin. They not only 
copied the engine but the shape of the 
gas tank and the design of the handle- 
bars. Several others have copied the 
looks but not the engine. Now I begin 
to wonder if Harley-Davidson didn’t 
know something all along and just 
waited for their time to come. 


Enough history. 1981 will be one of 
the best years motorcycling has ever 
seen. The government is beginning to 
recognize the value of the fuel efficient 
motorcycle, thanks in a large part to 
the AMA and other active user or- 
ganizations. For the first time in U.S. 
history, the motorcycle will become a 
transportation vehicle (something I 
thought would never happen), at least 
in areas where the weather is suitable 
for riding more days of the year. New 
riders will bring in new ideas and de- 
velop new markets. The demand for 
well-designed clothing, saddlebags, 
trunks, seats, helmets, tires, etc. will 
increase dramatically. 


Old time motorcyclists will ride 
their bikes more miles per year. All 
motorcycle activity will increase includ- 
ing the professional sport and user 
club activities. The smart dealer will 
promote user activities in his area and 
become a part of what's happening. 
The new technologies being developed 
in metals, electronics and plastics will 
find their way into the world of motor- 
cyling. The dynamics not experienced 
since the mid-fifties when the Japanese 
motorcycles first came to the U.S.A., 
will be more intense than ever before. 
People who never thought of motor- 
cycles in the past will become instant 
experts. Anyone in the business or 
sport for more than the past 10 years 
will automatically become the Guru to 
this new cult of enthusiasts. 


In short, I am optimistic and look- 
ing forward to an outstanding year. At 
Jong last we are losing our Wild Ones 
image and are being assimilated into 
the rest of the motoring population. 
Even the average automobile driver is 
becoming more aware of our presence. 
We have a long way to go, but we sure 
have come a long way, too. e

AMA Trans-USA MX Series: Final round 


Howerton retains 
title in Road Atlanta 
surprise finale

BRASELTON, GA, OCT. 12 


Team Suzuki’s Kent Howerton pulled in two 
moto wins in the International class, beating 
the odds to claim his second consecutive Trans- 
USA MX Series Championship in Road At- 


lanta’s final round of the series. 
Howerton and Team Yamaha's 
Broc Glover took it down to the 
wire for a winner-take-all final 
moto, but Howerton took command 
and paced to the checkers for the moto 
win, the day's overall, and the title, 
153 points to 151. 

Team Yamaha's Bob Hannah was 
second in points going into the round, 
but mechanical problems and the loss 
of his bike's seat in moto two relegated 
the Hurricane to a tie for third in the 
final standings with Team Suzuki's 
Mark Barnett. Barnett was third in the 
standings going into the round, but 
crashed out of moto two. 


The big news of the weekend was 
the cancellation of the final Trans-USA 
round that was to be held Oct. 19 at 
Golden State Raceway in Sonoma, 
California. 

“The promoters at the facility weren't 
receiving any response from the local 
press, and advance ticket sales weren't 
good,” said AMA's Carroll Chandler. 


Husqvarna’s Mike Guerra put in an- 
other ride just like the one at Unadilla 
the week before — mistake-free for 
two moto wins in the National Support 
class. But when the dust settled, it was 
Kawasaki supported David Bailey hold- 
ing the series title. Bailey had gone 
into the round as points leader, and he 
stayed there with his 6-2 score for third 
overall. Bailey topped Guerra in the 
final standings 158 to 152, with LOP’s 
Kippy Pierce stepping into the third 
overall series spot after placing fourth 
overall for the day. 

Things got hectic in the pits before 
racing began as many riders were 
planning on the final round in Califor- 
nia to better their position in the 


standings. With the final round sud- 
denly upon them practice looked dif- 
ferent than usual, with top ranked rid- 
ers watching closely as other riders 
picked their lines. 

Road Atlanta’s clay-based course 
was slightly revised for 1980 by promoter 
Bill West of Super Sports Promotions, 
and though a bit wet in practice many 
riders gave a nod of approval on the 
layout. The circuit is spread through 
open and woods sections on both high 
and low areas. From full-power uphill 
climbs to delicate downhill sections, 
Road Atlanta offered riders many dif- 
ferent situations,

Broc Glover, Kent Howerton and 
Mark Barnett came out .of the left 
hand sweeper together and headed into 
the start uphill as moto one got under- 
way. Honda's Chuck Sun, a top con- 
tender in recent rounds, came off the 
line last with a fouled plug. Before a 
few laps were completed Howerton took 
a slow speed tumble over the bars, but 
was up again quickly, Glover, Barnett, 
Yamaha's Donnie Cantaloupi, Honda's 
Donnie Hansen, Yamaha's Marty Tripes 
and Howerton soon shifted into a 
single-file. Bob Hannah was mid- 
pack. 

Hansen and Howerton moved by 
Cantaloupi, and Glover and Barnett 
were clicking bars in an all out battle 
for the lead. The two finally went 
down together, and Glover was up and 
gone first, picking up in second behind 
Hansen. Tripes came up with 
Howerton and the two took the 3-4 spots 
with Barnett getting back in fifth. 

Howerton went into overdrive and 
shot out front with Tripes coming 
along for second. Glover was tight on 
Tripes with Hansen a ways back. Soon

Howerton was pulling Tripes a bit and 
from there it was 23 seconds to Glover, 
Hansen and Barnett. 

With only a few laps to go, things 
started to change. Warren Reid came 
up to fourth on an air-cooled factory 
Kawasaki and Barnett followed him 
past Glover along with Hansen. Glover 
was slowing and constantly kicking the 
left side of his bike. 

At the finish Howerton led Tripes, 
and back from there it was Hansen, 
Reid, Suzuki's Danny LaPorte, 
Barnett, Honda's Jim Gibson and 
Hannah. Glover limped his bike 
around the last time and came in 15th. 

“My swingarm pivot bolt came 
loose. The bike finally quit.” said 
Glover. 

Kawasaki's Brad Lackey had been 
in the early hunt but dropped out of 
the race. “The front brake was 
sticking, and I almost ate it about five 
times, so I packed it in for this moto,” 
said Lackey. 

It was Glover, Howerton, Sun, 
LaPorte and Tripes showing the way 
as moto two got underway. Soon 
Hansen took his water-cooled Honda 
past Tripes for fifth. Barnett 
and Hannah were running 7-8, but a 
few laps into the race Hannah was out 
of it. The seat came off his bike and 
the Hurricane took to the sidelines for 
the day. 

Glover and Howerton started to put 
distance on Sun, while Hansen was 
trying to take fourth away from 
LaPorte. Around mid-moto Tripes 
pulled out at the fini% line with a flat 
rear tire. Lackey was also in the DNF 
column for moto two after retiring. 

LaPorte wicked it up and worked 
past Sun, and about the same time 
Howerton took the lead and started to 
cruise for the checkers. By the two lap 
sign, Howerton had put quite a lead 
on Glover as LaPorte and Sun 
continued to battle for third. 

Howerton pleased the crowd as he 
took the checkered flag and threw 
both feet off the pegs. Glover claimed 
second, and Sun won out over LaPorte 
for third. Fifth was Hansen, whose 3-5 
tally was good for second overall. 
Yamaha's Mike Bell and Honda's 
Steve Wise took sixth and seventh. 
It was Howerton over Glover by two 
points for the title. Barnett could have 
moved past Hannah, but Mark 
crashed out in the late stages of the 
moto to join Bob in the scorer's DNF 
column. The two fell into a tie for 
third in the standings at 131 points 
apiece. 

“What a way to lose the series,” said 
Glover. “Now I feel like Mike Bell, 
losing a series by so few points.” 

“At first I was a litte disappointed 
that this was the final round. I was 
less than enthusiastic when I heard 
about it,” said Howerton. “Then after 
moto one it became simple: Win moto 
two to win the championship. With 
three riders so close and me in fourth 
20 points down going into the round, 
the odds looked impossible. 

“Tve never been able to defend a 
title before. Someone was helping me 
out. I feel good that I had a chance to 
defend my title. I was very sick at the 
beginning of the series, and I'm still 
not as strong as I was in the Nationals 
(250cc National Championship MX 
Series). If there was another race I 
would have won that one, too.” 

Howerton gave credit to his tuner 
Greg Arnette for his success. Since 
Howerton and Arnette have been 
together, they have not suffered one 
mechanical DNF. 


Support 

Honda's Ron Sun, LOP-supported 
Larry Wosick, | Suzuki's Scott 
Burnworth and Maico's Alan King led 
the Support class into moto one. After 
a few laps King didn’t come around; 
hed gone into a swapper and 
launched himself into the woods. He 


was carried off the track, but later 
walked away under his own power. 

Sun and Wosick started to pull 
ahead. Points leader David Bailey had 
his factory Kawasaki in ninth, Kippy 
Pierce, second ranked, was in fifth, 
and third ranked Mike Guerra was in 
fourth. Guerra picked up his pace an 
took Wosick, while Pierce and Bailey 
moved into the 5-6 spots. 

It took Guerra a while to get by Sun. 
The two exchanged lines many times 
before Guerra finally took over. 
Wosick also got Sun and Suzuki's Scott 
Burnworth moved up to fourth. 

At the 20-minute mark, Bailey 
misjudged a jump and crashed hard. 
The only break David took was to 
throw off his goggles and pick up his 
bike. Guerra took the checkers 
followed by Wosick, Sun and 
Burnworth. Pierce was next, and 
Bailey edged Suzuki's Denny Bentley 
for sixth. 

Bailey had been having shock 
problems in moto one, but sorted that 
out for the final moto. All he needed 
for the title was a fourth in the moto, 
but that situation didn’t keep Guerra 
from pushing all the way. 

Guerra, Burnworth and Wosick 
took the lead at the start, but 
Burnworth and Wosick got ahead of 
Guerra on the high section of the 
course. Wosick went way outside and 
off the course and by the time he got 
back on Guerra and Bailey had gone 
by. Sun, Pierce and Bentley moved up 
to battle for fifth. Then Wosick 
dropped out with a twisted knee. 

Guerra and Bailey put Burnworth 
behind and went to war, stealing each 
other's lines and riding wheel to wheel. 
In the final laps Guerra looked back at 
Bailey and shrugged his shoulders, but 
kept up his pace to hold off Bailey to 
the finish. Burnworth stayed ahead of 
Sun for third with Pierce, Bentley and 
Husky support rider Derek Wedding 
spread out behind. Sun's 3-3 day put 
him in second overall for the day with 
Bailey in third. 

“If Guerra had made a mistake, I 
would have tried to go by. I was just 


- riding the same as I did in practice. 


We bumped a few times, but Guerra 
was leading; he had the right of way,” 
said new National Support champ 
Bailey after getting a big hug from his 
father, Gary Bailey, and congratula- 
tions from tuner Rocky Williams. 
“Hey, it was: What do you want to 
do? Do you want to pass or stay back?” 
said Guerra concerning his motions to 
Bailey late in the race. “I dropped six 
seconds waiting for him to make a 
move.” °

Penhall sweeps 
U.S. Speedway Nationals

COSTA MESA, CA, OCT. 11 


This was it — American speedway’s biggest race 
of the year, the U.S. Championship, the grand 
finale. The stage was set. The top 16 riders had 
done everything possible to prepare themselves 


and their equipment. Promoter 
Harry Oxley had the rest of the 
stage to prepare. The track was 
in perfect condition and the 
stands were a sellout, giving the riders 
the largest purse ever, a reported 
$20,000. Even all the programs were 
sold out. 

Rolling out for the first event were 
Bruce Penhall, Scott Autrey, Mike 
Faria and Bobby McLain, a little late 
getting out due to a nervous stomach. 
Penhall was first off the line and was 
never even challenged, just a sample of 
what he would do for the entire evening. 

Bruce was outstanding. Virtually 
untouchable, he rode mostly on the 
outside, but when the occasion arose, 
he rode inside with ease. Autrey, 
McLain and Faria followed him in. 

The favored rider coming into the 
race, the guy who basically dominated 
American speedway and won the State 
Championship was, of course, Alan 
“Crazy” Christian. He started just as 
everyone figured he would and won 
event number three followed by Mike 
Muntean, Steve Columbo and Brad 
Oxley. 


Event five was Dubb Ferrell's second 
race. He took his first heat by about 
five bike lengths and did it again in 
this one. So far, a perfect score. Ferrell 
got a great start beating out Lance 
King who was gaining, but there just 
weren't enough laps for Lance to re- 
cover from his bad start. Third was 
Columbo and McLain took fourth. 


Event six was the race that probably 
decided the National Champion. The 
crowd never sat down during this one. 
The match-up was Christian, Penhall, 
Dave DeTemple and Denny Pyeatt. 
The gate went up and Penhall took the 
lead going into turn one with Christian 
right behind, DeTemple third by less 
than a tire and Pyeatt outside. Penhall 
took command going into the straight- 
away with Christian pushing hard, 
unable to catch him. Bruce won every 
race at the gate and this was no excep- 
tion. At the checkered, it was Penhall 
by two bike lengths in front of Christian, 
Pyeatt and DeTemple. 


The next race matched Dave Sims, 
Keith Chrisco, Eddie Ingels and Scott 
Autrey. This may well have been Dave's 
best race of the night. Chrisco got the 


gate and was still in the lead going into 
turn one. Then out of nowhere, Sims 
went underneath him and shot out like 
a rocket. Sims went on to lengthen his 
lead, winning by about six bike lengths. 
Chrisco took second, Ingels third and 
Autrey went down and was given fourth. 


Three riders had perfect scores going 
into race 10 — Ferrell, Sims and Pen- 
hall. Oxley had only two points, but, 
as always, was a threat. 


Penhall got the gate with a great 
start. In turn one, Ferrell, Oxley and 
Sims were all tire to tire with Ferrell 
actually in fourth. Dubb worked his 
way around Oxley and Sims, but once 
Penhall’s in front, catching him is im- 
possible. 


Race 11 basically told the story for 
Dave DeTemple. He was having a bad 
night, went down in this event and 
ended up with no points, but he'll be 
back next year. 


Christian was first off the line in 
race 17 with Sims right behind. Jeff 
Tomlin and McLain collided causing 
a restart. On the restart, bad luck 
struck Christian. He went down in a 
tire match and was out with zero 
points. McLain led until the last lap 
when he fell letting Tomlin and Sims by. 


If Penhall lost race 18, he still would 
have won the title by one point. But 
most people weren't aware of this in- 
cluding Bruce. That didn’t matter as 
he was unbeatable in this heat, beat- 
ing Steve Columbo, Eddie Ingels and 
Shawn McConnell. When the race was 





over Penhall jumped off his bike 
before it had stopped and went down 
with it. He jumped right up and began 
waving his index finger signifying 
number one to the fans. The stands 
were shaking with cheers, It took 
about five minutes to calm things 
down enough just to finish the last two 
races. 

The final race of the evening 
couldn't let anything calm happen. 
Ferrell won the heat and by doing so, . 
put himself into a tie with Christian 
for second. Therefore, a runoff to 
decided second was added. 

Both riders rolled up to, then back 
off the tapes trying to psych each other 
out. The gate went up and Ferrell was 
actually out first, but with the 
precision he had ridden with all year, 
Christian went underneath and took 
the lead, never to be caught again. 
Alan “Crazy” Christian, the favorite 
going in, took second and Ferrell 
earned third, which was really good 
since this year Dubb said he was trying 
to make a comeback! He did indeed 
come back. 

After all was settled.down in the 
stands, Bruce Penhall walked out to be 
crowned as the new National Cham- 
pion. He was especially happy to have 
this win after his loss in the World 
Finals. e

About 900 miles east of Los Angeles, high in 
the mountains is the small town of Ruidoso, 
New Mexico. Every fall an event takes place 
orchestrated by Mother Nature. The aspen 


leaves turn from green to gold 
and yellow. For the past 10 years, 
this change has been viewed by 
thousands of motorcyclists who 
combined this natural event with a 
motorcycle happening. At first there 
were a few hundred riders. As the 
years passed and word got around 
about the beauty of the area and the 
friendliness of the natives, the Aspen- 
cade grew. This was the 10th such 
event. Over 3,000 motorcycles sported 
the little green stickers on their head- 


lights indicating they were owned by 
registered delegates. Another 2,000 to 
3,000 motorcyclists participated but 
didn’t pay their share. 

The Aspencade is the event where 
the experts meet the industry execu- 
tives. These participants are considered 
to be the “Cream of the Crop” of tour- 
ing motorcyclists. They came from all 
over, including Europe and Australia. 
There were no reported drunks or 
fights, few loud parties, and an up- 
beat feeling surrounded the event. Til 
Thompson the founder and ram-rod 





of the Aspencade Motorcyclist Con- 
vention had the ability to be every- 
where all the time. There were tours, 
bike judging, field events and a parade 
that included a fly-over of some World 
War I and II fighter planes, and a new 
Aspencade queen was selected to reign 
during the 1981 event. 


Each evening the Convention Center, 
next to the Chaparral Hotel, a run- 
down rather dirty place but with a 
parking lot big enough for the thou- 
sands of motorcycles, opened its doors 
to the delegates. The floor of the 
Center was jammed with all sorts of 
goodies for the road riders. The major 
motorcycle manufacturers displayed 
their 1981 bikes. Distributors and manu- 
facturers like Rocky Cycle, Van Leeu- 
wen, Malcolm Smith, Calafia, Taylor- 
Mate and many others had displays of 
their wares. They were staffed to an- 
swer the riders’ questions as well as to 
get input and ideas from the riders. 


Outside on the parking lot, Bel-Ray 
had a tent set up and were changing 
oil and replacing filters. They gave 
away more than they sold. All the 
winners of the bike judging were given 
free oil changes in addition to the 
trophies. Goodyear had a team on 
hand to do tire foot-printing. Touring 
riders like to over-load their bikes.

As a 
matter of fact there was no damage to 
any of the bikes at all and only one 
reported traffic violation, Roger Hull, 
publisher of Road Rider, was ticketed 
for going 56 in a 45 MPH zone. This 
resulted in a lot of good natured rib- 
bing. Roger, however, was not 
amused. 


Some of the extra events at the con- 
vention included a poker run spon- 
sored by Harley-Davidson to raise funds 
for the fight against Muscular Dystophy.

Series: Round five 


Whaley wraps 
up fifth title

Marland Whaley’s second win of the year, 


coupled with a pair of seconds, enabled him to 
clinch his fifth National Observed Trials title 
in the past six years. His only miss came in 1978, 


the year he switched from Honda 
back to Montesa in mid-series. 
The four to two-stroke switch saw 
him finish third as Bernie Schrei- 
ber edged Lane Leavitt for top 
honors. 

Normally, Marland turns in a 
devastatingly mark-free final loop 
score. But in Colorado he used reverse 
psychology, dropping just three marks 
over the first loop’s 18 sections. Then 
he added a seven on the final loop to 
finish the day with 10. 

Curt Comer, Jr., rebounding from 
three straight crash-marred Nationals, 
put together the best second loop 
score, a four. That earned him second 
place with a 15-point total. 

Comer led a quintet of Rocky Moun- 
tain high-altitude experts who deep- 
lunged into the top 10 while the 
visitors gasped and bogged onward 
and upward. 

Dave Burke, winner of the Oregon 
National last year, took third, drop- 


ping 18 points. Four marks behind 
him was current Colorado champion 
Morgan Kavanaugh. Lane Leavitt 
edged former Colorado champion Bill 
Burgener by two marks for fifth place. 
Rounding out the top 10 were Jack 
Stites, Keith Adams (on a brand new 
Ossa America backed bike), Scott 
Head and the fifth Colorado rider, 
Eric Barber. 

The placings moved Kavanaugh up 
to second behind Whaley on the year 
with 34 points, trailed by Brad Skreen 
$2, Lane Leavitt 31, Scott Head 30, 
and Curt Comer 27.9. 

The trial site was the Christmas 
Ranch, southwest of Pueblo. The one- 
mile-square property was also used for 
last year’s well received U.S. World 
Round. Last June’s World event saw 
plenty of water, but this year’s 
National tussle was dry except for a 
puddle in one of the numerous rocky 
gully sections, The ranch was deeded 
to the Boy Scouts of America by E.M. 
Christmas, with the provision that it 





be made available for motorcycle 
events. Mr. Christmas, now in his 80s, 
still rides. 

Major organizational duties for the 
event were shared by the quartet of 
Ron Gardner, Eric Barber, Bill (Mr. 
Ute Cup) Brokaw, and NATC coordi- 
nator Wiltz Wagner. 

The trial, two loops of 18 sections 
(14 for support), attracted 75 starters. 
Despite being the lowest turnout of the 
year, the figure was still significantly 
higher than the average number of 
starters for the 1979 series. Those who 
couldn't make it missed the “changing 
of the aspen,” an annual October 
color extravaganza that covers many 
of the Rocky Mountain hillsides in 
various hues of yellow, gold, and rust. 

High schooler Steve McNeal of Ala- 
bama turned in the best ride among 
the four support classes. He dropped 
just 34 points to clinch his class cham- 
pionship with is fourth win of the year. 
McNeal’s closest competition was Colo- 
rado rider Rod Ashmore, 32 points off 
the pace. 

Local rider Gary Baughman dropped 
41 to top the Seniors while the Webster 
family headed the remaining two sup- 
port classes. Dave Webster's 42 gave 
him his third Sportsman win of the 
year and the class championship. And 
his dad, Art, topped the Super Seniors. 
Norm Sayler's fourth was good enough 
to assure him the Super Senior cham- 
pionship. 

Baughman's win in Senior action 
ended Bud Mylerberg’s win string at 
three, but Bud's second place was 
enough to clinch the championship. 

So all five classes saw their champions 
crowned in Colorado. No series show- 
downs were left for the following day, 
just the resolution of who-finishes- 
where behind Marland and the four 
support champions. But that was more 
than enough motivation to send the 
trapsters tooling down the highway on 
a 330 mile jaunt to wrap things up the 
following day in Amarillo.

Jack Stites 
SWiMs to first 
win

AMARILLO, TEX, OCT.5 

Rolling Stones or rolling stones, 
blistering back beat or no-feet, 
Jackson Stites knows the score. 
And a score of 10 was enough to 


give the former pro rock drummer his 
first National victory. The soft-spoken 
plonking percussionist, aboard a SWM 
USA/Tryals Shope SWM, won by a 
five points over Scott Head. His loop 








scores of four and six overcame Head's 
first loop brilliance. Scott appeared en 
route to pulling off a “Whaley” as he 
cleaned the first 15 sections of the day. 
He ended the first loop with a score of 
two, lowest of the year, but ballooned 
to a 13 on the final lap. 

Jack, who manages a rock ‘n’ roll 
club in North Carolina, finally seems to 
have captured the rhythm of the new 
yellow SWM. He began the year on the 
red and white version, then rode the 
new yellow bike in Scotland last May 
where he scored a Special First Class 
award for the second year running; 
Returning home, he climbed back on 
his old bike for the national series 
while awaiting the arrival of the new 
bikes in America. 

Stites, third in the U.S. last year, be- 
came the 10th rider to win a National 
during the seven-year history of the 
series. His win was also the first by a 
non-westerner since Don Sweet topped 
two events in 1976. 

Stites was the fifth winner in this 
year’s six-round series. Curt Comer, 
Brad Skreen, and Lane Leavitt also 
were victorious, and Whaley won two 
events. 

With the championship already re- 
solved the day before, the big battle 
was for National Number Two for the 
year. Six points separated five riders: 
Morgan Kavanaugh 34, Brad Skreen 
32, Lane Leavitt 31, Scott Head 30, 
and Curt Comer 27.9. 

Leavitt was virtually eliminated from 
the hunt before the trial started by the 
luck of the draw. The sections had not 
been “ridden in” by the organizers and 
early starters like Lane faced a greater 
than normal disadvantage. The 
sections, all dry, were, for the most 
part single-liners snaking up and down 
across hillsides — a full 180 compared 
to the straight-on relatively unchanging 
rock gullies of the day before. 

Scott Head’s second for the day ele- 
vated him to Number Two behind 
Whaley. The 18-year-old SoCal'er, 
eighth in the nation last year, finished 
strong, scoring a pair of thirds and a 
second after a style refining session 
with Bernie Schreiber and Norm 
Sayler at the Donner Trials School last 
August. Head, sponsored by Bay Area 
Bultaco, ended the Whaley-Schreiber- 
Leavitt-Sweet stranglehold of the past 
six years. Since 1974 that quartet had 
monopolized the top two spots in the 
annual rankings. Rather impressive is 
the fact that Scott achieved the 
Number Two spot in the nation less 
than four years after riding his first 
local trial. 

A single dab may haunt Morgan 
Kavanaugh all winter. The lanky Colo- 
radoan finished just one point behind 
Head in the trial. A second in Texas 
would have given him the Number 
Two plate instead of Head. Morgan, 
riding an Alpine Motors Bultaco, ac- 
tually had a higher gross point total 
with his six rides, but Head prevailed 
with a 2-3-3-4 record in the best four 
of six series. Morgan finished with 2-3- 
4-4-. 

Curt Comer again was followed 
around by the li'l guy with the black 
cloud hanging over his head. Curt 
picked up two fives on the first loop 
when his chain derailed. Rebounding, 
he put together the final loop's low 
score, a four, for the second day run- 
ning. That earned him fourth in the 
trial and for the year. 

Marland Whaley, his title assured, 
cruised his Cosmopolitan Motors fac- 
tory Montesa to a fifth place finish. 


The trial was held at Rosita Flats in 
the Lake Meredith National Recrea- 
tion Area, off the Canadian River 
about 15 miles north of Amarillo. The 
Top of Texas Trials Association or- 
ganized the event, assisted by the 
Dallas club of the North Texas Trials 
Association and the Amarillo Track 
and Trail enduro club. Clerk of the 
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Course Sid Mauldin was aided by deputy 
clerk Randy Williams and Dave Chase. 
Dawna Mauldin and Viola Radford 
handled the tally chores with the 
massive, well-illuminated TOTTA 
scoreboard. 

For the second straight day Steve 
McNeal underscored all four support 
classes as he posted his fifth High 
School win of the year. Rod Ashmore 
was again second. 

After the trial, McNeal swapped his 
Tryals Shope sponsored Montesa for a 
bicycle and won the National Cham- 
pionship Bicycle Trial, topping Clive 
Belvoir and Ted Cullen. The pedal 
plonking test was organized by Eddy 
Kessler who is preparing a film to help 
future promotion of the fledgling sport. 

Steve's dad, Glen McNeal, took sec- 
ond in Senior action behind series 
champion Bud Mylerberg. The Wash- 
ington professor notched his fourth 
win of the year. McNeal finished second 
on the year while Californian Gil Smith 
retained his number three ranking. 

They say it takes time to adjust to a 
new bike, but don’t ask Californian 
Dwaine Walters. After riding his 
Honda to third Sportsman Saturday 
he bought a Bultaco on sale at the trial 
in Colorado and trucked it to Texas. 
There he piloted it to a one point vic- 
tory over Sportsman class champion 
Dave Webster. Pennsylvanian Nils 
Montzoros was the series runnerup, fol- 
lowed by Keith McLaughlin. 

The Super Senior class was topped 
by Tom Cullen, publisher of Northern 
California’s Pitstop newsletter, a 
publication which claims circulation 
of 220,000 in 20 languages including 
Danish, Serbo-Croatian, and Greek. 
Super Senior champion Norm Sayler 
edged Art Webster by a dab for second 
place. Art finished the year second in 
the points standings while Jay Kava- 
naugh, Morgan’s dad, earned the 
number three plate. 

The Texas ride may have been 
Whaley’s last. American trials’ 
incredible clean machine has been 
racing professional motocross in south- 
ern California since last spring. Spon- 
sored by Husqvarna, he hopes to join 
the AMA National circuit in 1981. 
The record he leaves behind in seven 
years of AMA/NATC competition is 
indeed enviable. Five National Cham- 
pionships. A perfect eight win season 
in 1977. Eleven straight wins over the 
1976-1977 seasons. And an amazing 
.500 victory percentage — 27 wins in 
54 starts. Any way you look at it, 
Marland’s had one whale of a career, @

Records scarce at 
wet Bonneville 


Speed Week

WENDOVER, UT, SEPT. 23-27 


The 32nd annual reenactment of the Bonne- 
ville National Speed Trials was characterized 

by ashort, wet track and magnificent weather. 
Motorcycle entries were up from last year but 


rider success was down. The 
course was especially difficult for 
the fastest bikes and cars. 


The course should have been 


as long and good as last year’s, but un- 
usually heavy rains in August flooded 
the flats. By the time officials arrived 
during the week before the event, only 
a low-lying strip of salt parallel to the 
track and to the west was still flooded. 
But storm winds on the 18th and 20th 
pushed water into the race area, flood- 
ing the access road and the south part 
of the track, and leaving the north 
portion of it mushy. Pits, already set 
up in the traditional location of the 
last few years west of the track, had to 
be hastily moved to a relatively dry 
spot east of it. Only about five miles of 
straightaway was useable; there should 
have been 11. 


Because of the wet track, the first 
qualifying runs were postponed from 
Sunday to late afternoon on Monday. 
The Jammer streamliner ran Tuesday 
with high expectations from the crew. 
After a good beginning at 172.57, a 
malfunction of the fuel injection 
system produced a starting line abort. 
After two days of unexpected dis- 
couragement and wrenching, the 
American machine was out again on 
Friday ready to do great things. It ran 
205.362 for motorcycle fast time of the 
meet, but fell victim again, this time 
to a turbocharger problem. 


At the beginning of the week, John 
Vesco, father of Don and Rick (a Utah 
Yamaha-Suzuki dealer who is not so 
famous as his brother but also very 
active in Salt Flats racing), predicted 
that if the ridcers would save their 
engines, by Friday there would be 
good salt and consequent good runs. 
John has been going to Speed Week 
ever since it was born in 1949, so it 
seemed wise to listen to his voice of ex- 
perience. The weather was perfect 
during the week, and the salt by Friday 
relatively dry. Friday was also without 
the normal long lines; those with poor 
luck or heavy throttle hands or feet 
had broken or otherwise become dis- 
couraged and left, making possible 
many more runs than usual. 





Fast, big bikes had to be tuned very 
effectively this year to compensate for 
the poor traction, if they were to be 
successful. The astounding feat of the 
meet was Dave Matson’s 195.016 on 
Friday. Dave had set two records earlier 
in the week, a 178.246 in the MPS- 
AG-2000 class, and 173.432 in a slight- 
ly different frame configuration, APS- 
AG-2000. On Friday he went for it on 
50% nitro. His punched-out Vincent 
Black Shadow, a bike out of production 
for 25 years, beat every other non- 
streamliner motorcycle at the meet, 
including the best of current Japanese 
and American technology. This run 
was by far the fastest known to history 
for a Vincent, despite a 10% loss of 
power due to Bonneville’s high-desert 
elevation of over 4000 feet. Next 
fastest was a run of 185.15 in New 
Zealand in 1955, by Robert Burns and 
Russell Wright, using a stock 100 bhp 
Black Lightning race model Vincent, 
enclosed, however, in a wind-tunnel- 
designed streamliner shell, a terrific 
advantage over the road race fairing 
used by Matson. Daye, who has been 
riding Vincents, coincidentally, ever 
since the factory closed down, came to 
Bonneville early on, then couldn't 
return until 76 but has been here each 
year since, the bike becoming ever fast- 
er and more reliable. That particular 
engine went out in a moment of glory, 
broken, but there are still thousands of 
cherished individuals left of the brand 
known in its time as the world’s fastest 
production motorcycle. 

Third fastest motorcycle time was 
the 186.229 of Bob Tomrose’s classic 
turbocharged Harley Duoglide. Like 
all the others who aspire to join the 
select group of only five men who have 
set records of over 200 mph on motor- 
cycles at Bonneville without the help 
of a streamliner shell, Bob didn't 
really have a chance at the goal this 
year. One of the five, Tom Elrod of 
Texas, who squeaked in last year at 
200.022 (without even the advantage 
of a road race fairing, however), didn’t 
come this year, knowing that the salt 
was not suitable to his purpose. 

In the absence of the Elrod 
company, a Kaw record of one of 
Elrod's men, John Haider, was 
gobbled up by a Harley built and 








ridden by Vance Breese of Menlo 
Park, CA. Vance performed one of 
those unusual Bonneville tricks of ar- 
riving on Thursday at the salt for the 
first time, qualifying on Friday, and 
setting a record on Saturday morning, 
the last day to do so. Accomplishments 
like this are likely to be preceded by 
much previous work on the engine in 
question, and to have been done by a 
metiulous tuner. This case was no ex- 
ception. Vance’s Harley started out to 
be a street bike, but it got so fast that 
he gave up the temptations of riding it 
on the street in favor of road racing. 
Injured in a sidecar crash a few weeks 
ago which was caused by a tire 
blowout, with a broken leg not yet fully 
functional and thus unable to return 
to pavement racing for awhile, he 
built a Bonneville frame, The engine 
has Sputhe heads and cylinders. Vance 
credits the machine's excellence, in 
addition, to the magic of engine 
builder Jim Belland. 

Another winner in a 1300cc class 
was Scott Spittler, a friend of Rick 
Vesco’s, riding in the familiar Vesco 
red, white and blue leathers worn by 
many a winner. He upped the P-1300 
record to 157.806, beating last year's 
152.630 time set by Rick Coatman on 
a Honda CBX. Rick Vesco estimates 
the Suzy 1100 is about 10 mph faster, 
stock, than the Honda. 

The most interesting small-bore 
record-setting motorcycle was Vern 
McPherson's. He equipped the 
CB400F Super Sport with 350 barrels 
with good reason: Bonneville has no 
400cc class, and appropriate records 
in the 350cc classes were low, those in 
the 500cc classes much higher. Vern 
is a friend of Powroll’s R&D person 
Peter Fisher. Pete brought a beautiful 
new Bonneville bike, a long, lean 
175cc Honda with a Rootes blower 
built for the grand total of $500 and 
thus named Junkyard Dog. This bike 
had tuning problems, but the conven- 
tional-looking 350 Honda greatly in- 
creased the APS-AB-350 and A-AB- 
$50 faired and unfaired times, from a 
110.000 minimum to 127.823, and last 
year’s 101.277 mark to 125.796, re- 
spectively. 

Pete and Vern used the smallest 
commercially available turbocharger 
unit, the Japanese IHI company’s RH05 
model, sold by Shelby Spearco, a 
foreign car parts place in Inglewood, 

Last year’s multi-record winner Jim 
Ahrens came late and left early with 
his 50cc Kreidler road race engine in a 
long Bonneville frame, picking up one 
record of 77.248 over a 68.000 mini- 
mum in the APS-AB-50 class. 

Les Ranger belongs to a group of 
enthusiasts from Sacramento who've 
come to Bonneville together every year. 
They ran a 100cc bike until it became 
apparent that their records would 
stand for a while, then got into the 
500cc class. This year they put a 
Honda 650 engine in the Bonneville 
chassis of the last two years, and

Ranger took away one of Jack Murphy's 
records. Jack, the Kawasaki tuner who 
set up test bikes so well that maga- 
zines have to be careful because they're 
too good, was absent from Speed 
Week for the first time in years, re- 
portedly not feeling well, and missed 
by his friends. Les says it’s OK that 
they broke Jack’s 1978 turbocharged 
Kaw record — he once took away an 
old Super Hawk record of theirs. 

At the first of the week the group 
couldn't figure why the Honda was 
running so slowly. Then rub marks 
appeared on the battery box and the 
rear tire. Tires increase in size with 
speed and theirs grew more than they 
would have believed. They put 
another link in the chain. Adding 
50% nitro to the fuel helped also. Jack 
used an ATP turbocharger, Les a 
60” Magneson supercharger. Jerry 
Magneson says that supercharger 
technology is much improved, and 
results bear this out. Les used to 
confine himself to building and tuning 
while others of the group such ‘as 
Bryan Bowns and Ted Gansberger 
rode. The mostly privateer Salt Flats 
racers are ingenious at finding cheap 
and compatible parts for their bikes: 
Les’ fuel injection system uses a set of 
two venturis off of an Olds V-8. 

While many riders regret the loss of 
the AMA to the event, and would wel- 
come the organization back under an 
arrangement more responsive to rider 
needs than the former one came to bé, 
the change last year to Southern Cali- 
fornia Timing Association sanctioning 
for the bikes as well as the cars has 
worked well. The SCTA board now 
has two motorcyclists serving on it, 
Yale Camp and Jack Dolan, and wel- 
comes suggestions from riders on 
making the rules more congruent with 
present-day conditions. This year the 
Class C engine option was dropped as 
no longer meaningful. 

At a meeting Wednesday night 
chaired by Yale, Jack, and the new, 
most compatible and effective SCTA 
President Monty Wolfe, riders discussed 
present and prospective rules. Most of 
the car drivers are from California. 
Only a smaller part of the motorcyclists 
are, about half, so the meeting offers 
representation to those from all over 
the rest of the country. 

In addition to its Save the Salt 
lobbying efforts in opposition to Kaiser 
Chemical’s 1-million-ton-a-year on- 
going depletion of the salt as part of its 
potash operations, the Utah Salt Flats 
Racing Association schedules four week- 
end meets a year, in June, July, August 
and October. If the dry weather holds, 
this year's Oct. 25-26 meet is likely to 
be an especially good one, giving fast 
bikes and cars a second chance. Don 
Vesco is planning to have his ‘liner 
ready for the event, with the help of 
his friends, followed by three weeks on 
private time if necessary. At least one 
non-streamliner bike with 200 mph 
potential is already committed to the 
USFRA meet, also. è

ORANGE, CA, SEPT. 27 

Yamaha rider Pete Snorteland 
rode his DG-sponsored YZ465 to 
victory in this week’s Open Pro 
class with a perfect 1-2 score. 
Snorteland’s main challenger, Ed 
Arnet, suffered a flat tire in the first 
moto that dropped him from second to 
seventh and damaged the rear wheel 
of his Yamaha sufficiently to end his 
day. 

Three other Yamaha riders, Bill

record of one rider winning all three 
Professional classes on a Sunday. Turner 
won the 250cc and Open classes but 
mechanical problems in moto one of 
the 125cc class shot down his hopes. 
Luft Shocks’ Gary Denton, aboard a 
CR 125 Honda won the class just 
ahead of DG's Chris Heisser, 

Turner completely dominated the 
Open Pro class with two wins. In moto 
one Turner hit the track ahead of Juan 
Benavidez (Yam) and CMC’s newest 
terror, Yamaha-mounted Micky Dy- 
mond, With Turner beginning to pull 
away from the field, Benavidez with- 
drew from the competition with ap- 
parent machine difficulties. This left 
Dymond to finish behind Turner and 
just ahead of Maico-mounted Dale 
Lewis. 

At the first turn of moto two of the 
Opens, Lewis, Turner and Dymond 
again led the charge. By lap six, 
Randy Rodrigez (Mai) had moved into 
third place but by lap 10 he too with- 
drew when his Maico went south. Bill 
Keefe (Mai) had been running in the 
middle of the pack and late in the 
moto made his move on Dymond to 
take over third at the flag. Turner won 
the moto and the overall. Second over- 
all went to Dale Lewis, an 
unsponsored and unsupported package 
of determination who could sure use a 
little help. Third went to Keefe in the 
moto with Dymond (2-4) collecting 
third overall. Tony DiStefano (Hus) 
finished fifth and fifth overall.

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Speedway is 
history in Ventura 
for 1980

I'm not making this up — there 
was a speedway program Opening 
Night of the Ventura County 
Fair — the finally final night at 
the Ventura Raceway for 1980. If you 
missed it, well, that’s what you get for 
not reading those little ads in the back 
of Cycle News. John Foster and Keith 
Chrisco were glad they came as they 
won the Main events. 

The show was billed as the 2nd 
Annual Ventura Speedway Classic. 
While it was definitely no classic, it 
was at least speedway, the first and 
only since the State Championships at 
IMS. It was also TQ midget, ATC and 
Odyssey racing (not all at once). 

Although Sonny Nutter and Jim 
Gresham did not un-retire for the race 
like they did last year, 12 of our track 
regulars were on hand for the abbre 
Viated program consisting of two 
Handicap heats, four Scratch heats, 
plus the Mains. Despite warnings from 
track announcer Virg Kilpatrick that 
those to be in the Nationals had plenty 
to lose injury-wise, Shawn McConnell, 
Keith Chrisco, Bobby McLain 
and Dave DeTemple all rode hard. 
Brad Oxley rode hard too, but not 
very fast on a terminally ill bike. 

In the first race of the night, Foster 
led all the way off the 10, sucessfully 
holding off a tireless Steve Lucero. 
McLain saw the final transfer spot go 
down the tubes as McConnell passed 
him on the outside on the final turn. 

In the other heat, Kennedy rode like 
a moose possessed, getting past low 
yardage riders Eddie Clark and Dennis 
Bransford on the outside, and won 
comfortably. DeTemple and Chrisco 
(who came disguised in Randy 
Songer’s leathers) passed them as well 
for second and third respectively. 

In the Main, it was Foster again, 
although not quite so easily. The 
probable rookie of the year got the 
gate, but McConnell passed Lucero 
and Kennedy by the second turn and 
was right on Foster’s case. By the 
second lap, McConnell was joined by 
DeTemple and Chrisco, with Lucero 
and Kennedy only a length behind 
them — anybody's race. McConnell 
went down on the third lap trying to 
pass Foster on the outside. 

By the time Foster and his followers 
came into the final turn, McConnell 
had vacated, but his bike was still on 
the track. The first four riders made it 
by and came around the turn three 
wide with Kennedy trailing by a 
length. 

But Lucero, two lengths back, 
headed straight for the fallen bike and 
the petrified rookie flagman caught on 
the track, who could only wave the 
yellow and hope that gnarly tire tracks 
wouldn’t spoil his designer jeans. At 
the last instant, Lucero layed it down 
perfectly. Foster won by half a length 
with Chrisco second and DeTemple 
third. 

The Scratch heats were the biggest 
yawners of the year. With only three 
bikes in each heat coupled with a few 
mechanical scratches, no heat was in 
doubt after the first turn. 

But the Main was worth the drive. 
McConnell got the gate and led for the 
first lap. Then after a lap of bump and 
run, Chrisco pushed his buddy wide 
and took the lead. Next, it. was 


DeTemple’s turn as he took the 











Chrisco Kid on the outside on lap 
three. The lead changed hands several 
times until they ran out of laps with 
Chrisco a narrow winner over 
DeTemple, McConnell and Foster. 

Next year, look for bigger, better, 
new, improved everything. Speedway 
returns in March _‘8l...to be 
continued. ..see ya...

The second half of the course 
seemed to be easier than the first, 
although it too had been affected by 
the rain and rutted quickly. After 
check four, there was a speed change 
to a slow six mph average on an old 
railroad grade with ditches and creeks, 
slow enough to allow Kevin Bethards 
to repair a front tire and get back on 
time. Another speed change up to 15 
mph and into the finish check.

Carson Marine/Yamaha rider 
Dick Buttner used his experience 
with long National motos to 
bring home the cash from the 
Open Pro class at the first race of an 
MX series by the Flying W's. 

All Pros ran 30-minute-plus-one-lap 
motos and Buttner took his time to de- 
velop a cool strategy — maintaining a 
steady pace of increasingly quick lap 
times to move through the pack, pick 
off the leaders and pull away to the 
checkered. With his 1-1 performance, 
Buttner established a commanding lead 
for the overall lead in the series. 

The revised and lengthened track 
was relatively easy except for three 
things: dust, dust and more dust. Of 
the 130 entries, 38 did not start their 
second motos directly or indirectly due 
to the dust. That sounds more like a 
DNF rate for a desert race. 

Many racers looked like old west 
wagon trains dying in the alkali flats. 
The promoters watered for three days 
prior to the event and there was a rain 
shower the night before. No help. The 
summer drought in Northern Nevada 
is extreme and all the area’s racing 
facilities are suffering. 

Dust or not, the Open Pros went for 
it in their first moto with Al “Gonzo” 
McElroy (Mai) and Jeff “Gator” Cloutier 
(KTM) leading Buttner through the 
first turn. Buttner dogged them until 
midway when he passed Cloutier. It 
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took three more laps to reel in McElroy. 
By the time he got the checkered flag, 
Buttner was lapping back markers. 

After a restart due to a couple of the 
eager Pros nearly strangling them- 
selves on the rubber band, McElroy 
holeshot the second moto again followed 
closely by Al Berlutti (Yam). Buttner 
gated slowly and cleared turn one in 
last place. Within a half lap, he was in 
third; two more laps and Berlutti 
dropped out with a flat tire leaving 
Buttner the second spot. 

By this time, it seemed that McElroy 
had an insurmountable lead. But 
Buttner whittled it down until, with 
about three laps. to go, he pulled a 
storybook downhill pass that had the 
crowd on its feet. The rest was a cruise 
to a pair of aces for first overall money. 

No 250cc Experts finished. The 125cc 
Experts cut the fastest lap times of the 
day and gave us the most stylish show 
of riding. Yamaha pilots Robbie Had- 
lock and Mike Darby dueled 1-2 while 
showing the really fast lines around the 
course. 

Darby fell and hurt his wrist and 
Hadlock flattened his rear tire, yet 
neither slowed their furious pace. 
Hadlock and Darby finished first and 
second, respectively. 

Darby could not answer the bell for 
moto two so Hadlock had the lead to 
himself, but still rode sizzling lap times 
to take the win and the overall. The 
125cc Experts shared their motos with 
the 125cc Juniors who, except for Ty. 
Erquiaga and Dan Dossey (1-2 respec- 
tively), DNF their whole field. 

Among the elderly, Vet Expert 
Chris Bender (Mai) won both his 
motos. Vet Juniors Ron Nahas (Mai) 
and Tim Greene (Mai) swapped wins 
with Nahas getting the one that counts 
for the overall. 

Vet Novice was finally won by 
Winnemuccan Ron Hilbish (Suz) with 
a 2-1, Dave Aunkst (Hus) won the first 
moto, but was delayed by a lot of soil 
sampling in the second moto. Your 
friendly Carson Yamaha dealer Jack 
Dossey caught second place in the last 
moto for third overall. 

Among the postively ancient, 
famous Old Timer Expert Bill Onga 
(Suz) had hit a youngster crossing the 
track during practice and felt so bad 
he didn’t race. This left the class win 
to Jack Hartman (Mai). Both OT 
Novice motos were won by Frank 
Molitor (Yam) while nursing a failing 
transmission. He had only second gear 
left by the end of the race. 

Among the ankle-biters, 80cc Junior 
Randy Kay (Yam) starred by 
overcoming a loop-out start and 
paddling through the hub-deep dust 
to hound the 100s in the same moto 
and win his class’ first round. Second 
moto, Kay went wire to wire in first. 

Next race of the Flying W's series is 
October 12. By then, there should be 
rain to settle the dust.

Double trouble at 
Sixes MX

SIXES, OR, SEPT. 21 
When Elmer Reimer and all the 
other fine folks of the Gold Coast 
Motorcycle club throw a cham- 
pionship race, even Mother Na- 
ture cooperates. But at the Sixes moto- 
cross championships, it was not the 
fact that the rain stopped on Saturday 
morning leaving the track in, as most 
put it, “the best it has ever been” that 
had folks talking. 

Nor was it that it was one of those 
rare days on the Oregon coast when it 
was so clear you could spot a barnacle 
on a whale's belly at 50 miles. No, 
what had everyone talking at the con- 
tinental United States’ most westerly 
motocross track was a new double jump. 

The jumps were installed on the 
front straightaway just before the 
finish line, the idea being to slow the 
riders down because there were many 
crashes on this ‘section of the track. 
The jumps were about four feet tall 
and about 20 feet apart and designed 
so the Pros could jump them, but the 
Juniors would have to ride through 
them. ; 

As the riders walked the track before 
practice, most paused for long periods 
of time at the jumps scratching their 
heads and walking nervously back and 
forth. “Can you jump it?” “I don’t 
know, can you?” went their conversa- 
tions. 

The track was slick during practice 
and all the riders carefully rode through 
the jumps. One of those riders was 
Tim Phillips and Tim surveyed the 
situation closely on his first lap. The 
second lap he scooted along on his pre- 
filed flight plan, grabbed a handful of 
his Yamaha's throttle and flew over 
the jumps christening the new 
obstacle. The second rider to try the 
fete was Kent Egli who also performed 
the task flawlessly. 

With the ice broken, more and 
more riders tried the jumps and some 
even made it! Oh there were those who 
thought they could, but at the last 
moment their throttle hand chickened 
out sending the machine just far 
enough to hit the face of the second 
jump which made for some of the most 
awkward riding positions ever witnessed. 
Many a machine moaned under the 
pressure applied by the riders’ buckled 
legs and many chins found the 
crossbar of the handlebars. 

There were also those who agreed 
with Michael George who said about 
jumping both jumps, “My brakes work 
better than my throttle.” But what was 
learned in practice was quickly for- 
gotten in the heat of battle and many 
riders who had not gathered the 
courage to jump in practice did so in 
the race. Some were even successful! 

The Pros made the double jumps 
look easy and they seemed to be the 
least of the problems for the 125s. Out 
of three 125cc Pros, only one, Wayne 
Church, was able to finish both motos. 
Kent Egli was leading the first moto 
but DNF when his Yamaha threw a 
chain and ate his sprocket. Frank 
Hinds finished second in the first 
moto, but was unable to get his mount 
going for the second moto so he rode 
his kid's Honda 80 in the second moto 
“just for kicks.” 

The 250cc Pro class contained only 
three riders also, but the racing was 
very close and exciting. In the first 
moto, Kawasaki rider Lance Burgess 
led David Reimer and Jack George for 








six laps. Reimer squeezed by at that 
time for first and rode on for the win. 

In the second moto, Reimer got the 
holeshot with Burgess and George fol- 
lowing, but after two laps of close 
racing Burgess got by and pulled 
away. Towards the end, it looked like 
Reimer was going to catch Burgess, 
but he fell, giving up his chance. 

Tim Phillips handily won the Open 
Intermediate class and in doing so, he 
even had time to hot dog over the 
infamous double jumps. On one lap, 
he took his hand off the bars and waved 
while he flew over the jumps. The next 
lap he took his foot off the peg and the 
lap after that he took both off! When 
asked about this he said, “Well, I have 
one of these on my practice track at 
home.” 

The 30-40 class had more than its 
share of problems on the jumps. Elmer 
Reimer, winner of the event, was one 
of those riders who hadn't tried the 
jump in practice but did so in the race. 

Others in the class just couldn't get 
it down like Elmer had it down. Rob 
Lauver was one of those who just 
couldn't get his timing right and on 
one attempt, he ended up in a tree 
which was growing innocently 
alongside the track. Rob explained, “I 
knew I was out of control and the tree 
looked like the best place to land.” He 
added, “It was just like landing on a 
pillow!”

Jim Ellis (Yam) led the first moto of 
the 250cc Experts off the starting line 





and all the way across the finish line 
with Pat Wilson (Yam) behind him 
most of the way. 

However, the contest for second be- 
came hot between Wilson, Randy 
Losh (Mai), Brad Emery (Yam) and 
Rodney Smith (Yam) toward the end 
of the moto and it was Losh who was in 
second at the checkered flag, Wilson 
third and Smith fourth. 

Allen Berluti (Mai), coming up 
from a mid-pack start, broke out of 
the next group of dicing riders to cross 
the finish line fifth. 

Dave Wood (Yam) was unable to 
overcome his first turn woes and 
finished moto one still buried in the 
pack just behind Craig Wessel (Suz). 
But in moto two, both of them made 
up for it. Wessel had the holeshot in 
front of Wilson and Wood. Wilson 
dropped out before the end, but Wood 
and Wessel went all the way. Wood 
finished first, Wessel second. Berluti 
tried for third, but DNF. Randy Losh 
was there for third after dealing with 
Smith and Emery, which meant Losh 
earned himself first overall. 

Lance Coleman (Hus) smoked the 
250cc Juniors. John Coulombe (Yam) 
kept Coleman hustling in the early 
part of the first moto and was still in 
second place at the finish line. Ken 
Beebe (Yam) claimed third by getting 
around Randy Collins (Yam), A last 
lap shake up rearranged the next four 
riders, putting Jon Hill (Suz) in fourth 
and Scott Sexton (Yam) in fifth at the 
finish line. 

Jeff Krekelberg (Yam) had the hole- 
shot in the second moto, but 
relinquished the lead to Coleman after 
one lap. Collins took over second from 
Krekelberg, but lost out to a dicing 
Glenn Davis (Hon) and crashed way 
back. Sexton stayed behind Davis to 
finish third and claim second overall. 
Hill, with two fours, was the third 
overall winner. 

Dave Wood came around the first 
turn in the lead in both Open Expert 
motos. Dave Coupe (Mai) shadowed 
him the first lap of the first moto, but 
pulled the throttle off his bike and had 
to stop a while for repairs. Allen 
Berluti took over the lead for several 
laps but was back in fourth place at 
the finish line. Wood was first with 
Dan Turner (Suz) second and Brad 
Emery (Yam) third. Neither Turner 
nor Emery finished moto two. 

Wood's holeshot fell prey to Berluti, 
Gene Manhire (Mai) and Coupe in the 
second moto. Berluti stayed in the lead 
to win and Coupe settled for second. 
Wood could do not better than third, 
but it did add up to first overall, 

George Holland III took a bike that 
had started out a Suzuki in front of the 
125cc Experts and had a lead that 
looked mighty tough to reach early in 
the first moto, but by midway, the 
radical red one (Honda) ridden by 
Danny “Magoo” Chandler | was 
dogging him at every turn. It -was 
Magoo that was first.at the checkers: 

Magoo flashed out into the lead 
right away in the second moto and 
Scott Rebuck (Suz) got around 
Bradley Harrison (Yam) to establish 
himself in second. At the finish line; 
Magoo was off his bike and pushing it 
hard with only just enough lead left to 
cross in front of Rebuck. Holland 
came in next for third.

Regional MX: 
Texas 2, California 1

WHITNEY, TX, OCT. 5 

When the dust cleared at Lake 
Whitney Cycle Ranch, Lone Star 
state favorites Mel Newman and 
Dan Conway had won the 125 
and 250cc Pro classes, while West Coast- 
er Pete Snorteland took the overall nod 
in the Open class in a tie with Texan 
Kirk Spencer. 

The occasion was the first of three 
consecutive AMA Pro MX Regionals 
for the Central Region, and over 90 
Pros trucked in from 17 states to go for 
valuable AMA advancement, grading 
and regional points, as well as for the 
$3,000 purse. Some of the non-locals 
plan to stay in Texas for next week’s 
round at Austin and the following week 
at Houston, which will no doubt see a 
continuance of the impromptu Cal- 
Tex rivalry. 

A tip of the visor has to go to 
Yamaha, Honda, Kawasaki and Suzuki 
for their support of the Regionals 
around the country this year. They put 
up the purses for all 26 of them to the 
tune of $78,000, plus helped with ad- 
vertising promotion. As a result, it 
made it a little easier for local track 
owners to host these races, many of 
which have been run at a loss in the 
past. 

Race referee Janie Stanfield made 
her presence felt by fining five riders 
$25 a pop for taking practice starts be- 
fore their motos. This action was classi- 
fied as “just keeping things under 
control” by Stanfield, but the riders, 
including 125cc class winner Mel 
Newman, complained vehemently 
about the “off the wall” move. 

Newman's post-race irritation was 
well overshadowed by his dominance 
of the 27-rider 125cc class aboard the 
LCS/Stoner Racing Mugen. He stayed 
in close company with the moto 
holeshots of Kirk Dillon (Yam) and 
Bryan Taylor (Yam), and quickly 
dispatched the first-year Pro riders. 

Neman went on to set an 
uncatchable pace and flew the white 
rocket ship to the checkers in both 
motos. Taylor, one of Texas’ hot grad- 
uates from the minibike ranks, showed 
his stuff by beáting everybody else with 
4-2 marks, edging California's Jeff 
Maki (Yam, 2-4) for second overall. 

Honda-mounted Houston entries 
Mike Clement and Kyle Landrum ran 
strongly and were good bets for top 
five placings, but Landrum's chain 
went away in the first moto. Clement 
held on for a 3-5 third overall and

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the final, good for an O/A seventh. 
Randy Tysor (Yam) of Riverton, lowa 
was very impressive in the Regional 
here last March, but today could only 
manage 5-7 finishes to tally sixth 
behind Oklahoma's Clay Hoenshell 
(Yam, 6-6). 

The 250cc class remained undecided 
until the last few laps of the second 
moto. Jim Tarantino (Hon) of Los 
Angeles had crossed the finish line first 
in the opener with Houston's Dan Con- 
way (Hon) in his shadow, but Jim 
faded from first to ninth toward the 
end of the second 30-minute-plus-two- 
lap moto, and Conway's speed and 
persistence paid off. “Dynamite Dan” 
picked off Robbie Pannell (Bul), Jeff 
Ellens (Hon), Kirk Spencer (Yam), 
and finally Harvey Sorensen (Yam) to 
win the moto and take overall honors 
with 2-1 finishes, followed by Spencer 
(3-3), Sorensen (8-2) and Tarantino | 
(1-9). 

Kirk Spencer of Dallas led a tight, 
three-Yamaha formation in the first 
Open class race, with Californians Tim 
Locey and Pete Snorteland hooked 
onto him all the way. The trio left 
everybody behind and eventually 
lapped the fourth place rider, El 
Paso’s Maby McIntyre. They roared, 
cornered and bounced around the 
demanding sand course again and 
again, but Spencer refused to err or 
fade and they came in zip, zip, zip, the 
same way they started. 

By the time the Open final rolled 
around, Spencer had raced for one 
hour and 45 minutes, and Snorteland 
was pumped to better his third of the 
first moto. Pete put his 465 in 
overdrive, blasted to an early lead and 
never looked back. 

Meanwhile, Locey had a lock on 
second and Spencer came from behind 
to take third. A low point scoring 
system would have resulted in a three 
way tie for the overall, but AMA high 
point scoring gives 25,22 and 20 points 
for places 1-3 in each moto, and 
besides, AMA awards nothing for 
overall position anyway. All points and 
money are per moto only. The 
“honorary” first overall went to 
Snorteland (3-1) followed by Spencer 
(1-3), Locey (2-2) and McIntyre (4-5). 

This year marks the first time we 
have seen the AMA run Amateurs 
alternately on the same day with a 
Professional program. Something that 
makes a lot of sense on a Regional 
basis has been a long time coming, but 
it gives Pros riding more than one class 
a breather in between motos, rather 
than the killer back-to-back races, 
Also, the promoter has a more attra- 
tive program to offer participants and 
spectators. Among the standouts in 
the Amateur ranks were 125cc class 
winner Chuck Dawson (Yam) and 
minibiker Carroll Richardson (Yam).

that suggest the need for closing one 
area after another. We are going to 
have to “protect” the condor, some 
Indian kitchens, soils on many hill- 
sides, the “grasslands,” and they would 
like to put us in individual camping 
spaces, (the kind where you park 
between the white line next to your 
picnic table). Unfortuantely they for- 
get that this area was acquired by 
green stickie money to allow us to 
continue to use the area. Now they 
want to build one of their nature 
preserve type parks out of the place. 
No one will question the need for 
legitimate closures, but take each ‘and 
every one of the proposed closures 
suggested by staff, and there isn’t 
much left for us...the original benefi- 
ciaries. Campgrounds wouldn't be all 
that bad, except that the next step 
after putting in camping spaces, is to 
establish fees and, worse yet, limits on 
how many can use the place. Our 
money is supposed to be used to 
aquire areas for us to use. After 10 
years of the program they haven't done 
much of a job finding us areas to ride 
on, so the strategy has become to 
spend it all on campgrounds, staff, 
etc. When the “Hungry Seven” (and 
others) challenged them on these 
issues, they responded that “maybe 
you don't represent all of the users, we 
think we si. uld build these facilities 
anyway”. We think the “Hungry 
Seven” is doing just fine, let’s make 
them find us some more areas to ride 
before we blow all of the Fund on 
fancy facilities. If there is a demand 
for these kind of facilities, let KOA or 
someone leases some area and develop 








it. The entire attitude of the Depart- 
ment staff on this issue at Hungry 
Valley and some recent events with the 
State ORV Advisory Committee, has 
started the talk all over again about 
taking the Green Stickie fund away 
from the Department of Parks and 
Recreation and giving it to some other 
agency. Last year Assemblyman 
Chappie suggested such a course of 
action, but later changed his mind 
after Parks officials met with him and 
reached a compromise agreement. No 
sooner was the ink dry on the compro- 
mise then the department staffers were 
trying to change the terms of the 
agreement. Actions over the next 
couple of months will be critical in 
determining which way this will go 
next year. If the Department insists on 
operating covertly and contrary to the 
objectives of the program, then the 
move will start to take them out of 
the picture as much as possible. 


Finally, we have heard new rumbles 
that BLM, who tried unsuccessfully to 
get us out of the Clear Creek area in 
San Benito county, to “protect us” 
from an asbestos hazard, may now be 
switching tactics and next may try to 
get us out to protect the primrose. If 
indeed the primrose does occur in the 
area, and is doing well, it appears that 
20 years of constant motorcycling in 
the area hasn’t affected it. The prim- 
rose doen't need protection from the 
BLM anymore than the dirtbike rider 
needs their protection. If the BLM 
protects the primrose the way they 
have protected dirt riders in the past 

..the primrose could truly become an 
endangered species.
